PIC.GYBACK CASTING 

If you’re a fisherman who 
can't toss a bait from the boat 
seat to where the fish are be¬ 
cause of currents, obstacles or 
excessive distance, there are 
still plenty of ways to get the 
job done. 

In fact, you might call these 
techniques a form of pisca¬ 
torial hitch-hiking, say the fish¬ 
ing experts at Mercury out¬ 
boards. And, they add, know¬ 
ing these different approaches 
may prevent an otherwise flsh- 
less day. 

When casting streams where 
swift currents and large bould¬ 
ers make fish-holding locations 
virtually unreachable, a flat 
chunk of wood can be used to 
“raft” a lure or bait right into 
the desired spot. A slight jerk 
can dump the fish-getter under 
banks, behind rocks and in 
other areas normally inacces¬ 
sible. 

This piggyback form of pre¬ 
senting a lure can employ 
other vehicles. Paper cups con¬ 
taining the bait and just 
enough water to provide up¬ 
right balance will work. A 
short length of tree limb with 
the bark sliced to act as a clip 
similarly transport the line, 
but be sure the cut is on the 
upstream end and opens to¬ 
ward you. Even a slab of ice 
will tote a bait when waters 
are still fringed with it. 

as a word of caution, these 
floating devices can’t be used 
with lightweight lures. Lines 
that drag in the water build up 
strong resistance and may pull 
baits off the float prematurely. 

These unorthodox approaches 
may stretch the imagination, 
agree the Mercury lads hut 
they’re a means to an end you 
might not ordinarily attain.

Spring Motor Vehicle 
Inspection In Progress

“We are now in the first week 
of the (Spring motor vehicle in¬ 
spection which runs through May 
15,” Registrar Richard E. Mc¬ 
Laughlin said today. “Well over 
two million motor vehicles must 
be inspected in the next five weeks 
in the Commonwealth of Mass¬ 
achusetts in order to comply with 
out compulsory law. We have cer¬ 
tified 3100 stations to inspect 
these vehicles but we urge driv¬ 
ers to present their cars as soon 
as possible to avoid crowded con¬ 
ditions.” 

Examiners will check the fol¬ 
lowing equipment on passenger 
and other types of motor vehicles 
including trucks, trailers, motor¬ 
cycles, motorscooters and motor¬ 
bikes, school buses, and vehicles 
with farm dealer, repair and 
owner-repair plates: 

1. brakes 

2. headlamps 

3. tail lamps (and rear plate 
light) 

4. stop lights 

5. number plates (no plastic or 
other coverings allowed) 

6. horn 

7. tires 

8. rear windows (bo clouding 
on convertibles) 

9. steering gear (and ball 
joints) 

10. marker lights on commercial 
vehicles 

11. muffler and exhaust system 

12. bumpers, fenders, and ex¬ 
ternal sheet metal; 

13. windshield and windshield 
wipers 

14. safety chains (on trailers) 

15. front and rear floor boards 


An orange sticker printed in 
black will be placed on the lower 
right-hand corner of the wind¬ 
shield of vehicles passing inspec¬ 
tion. An oval white sticker with 
a red band across the middle will 
be placed on windshields of those 
failing to pass. This rejection 
sticker must remain on the wind¬ 
shield until necessary repair 
work is completed. If it is still on 
the windshield on May 16, the 
vehicle will be removed from the 
highway and fines and court ac¬ 
tion will result. 

“With the advent of pleasant 
driving weather, those who have 
their vehicles inspected early will 
have the advantage of knowing 
that they are operating a motor 
vehicle in safe driving condition,” 
said Registrar McLaughlin.
